In answer to a request of the home 
owners voiced by Milton Silverman, 
the commission agreed to send a let- 
ter to the county planning com- 
mission asking that when the prop-~ 
erty is rezoned, residential zones be 
established as buffers on the three 
sides other than the one facing El 
Camino Real.

A proposed 50-foot wide parking 
alley in the rear of buildings facing 
the south side of Santa Cruz ave- 
nue between Curtis street and Uni- 
versity drive was held for additional 
study as the result of protests from 
the floor. 

OTHER PROVISIONS 

The rest of the plan was not vig- 
orously contested and was approved 
unanimously by the commission, but 
no motion was made to refer the 
plan map to the city council for 
final action.

1. A system of alleys through the 
block bounded by Santa Cruz and 
Oak Grove avenue and Chestnut and 
Crane streets. 

2. A parking plaza to occupy the 
center of the block bounded by 
Crane street, University drive, San- 
ta Cruz and Oak Grove avenues. 

3. A parking lot to occupy the 
center of the block bounded by El 
Caniino Real, Merrill street, Oak 
Groe and Santa Cruz avenues. 

4. Other portions of the map were 
approved including the extension 
of Merrill street northward to the 
city limits, extension of Willow road 
westward to E' Camino Real, ex-

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WHO SAID: ‘WHAT'S IN A NAME”? 


The Sequoia high school district board of trustees, we hope, 
will settle finally tomorrow night the controversy over a perm- 
anent name for the projected Menlo Park high school at Mid- 
dlefield and Ringwood roads. (We use that title because it’s 
at least temporarily official, though doomed as to permanency). 

At their meeting, the trustees will have before them the 
first extensive survey of public opinion—a report on question- 
naires sent by the Menlo Park Parent-Teacher association to 
parents in the Menlo Park elementary school district, whose 
pupils are students of the future at the new high school which 
will serve the south county. 

Results of the survey, reported on Page 1 of this issue, pro- 
vide a few surprises. Outstanding one is that of the 250 parents 
who returned questionnaires, only one saw eye-to-eye with 
the Sequoia trustees in their plan to select ‘Oak Park’’ as a 
sort of compromise. 

One parent submitted the name “A.C. Argo,” that of the 
former superintendent who resigned in 1948 after some intern- 
al differences in the district's administration. 

And leading the parade of proposed titles was ““Menlo- 
Atherton,” which was proposed last fall by the Atherton plan- 
ning commission but which met considerable objection as being 
cumbersome. On the other hand, that number one choice by 
parents gave somewhat of a boost to the contention of Mayor 
Charles P. Burgess, board of trustees president, that the name 
should be geographical, even though the mayor doesn’t like 
taking in the “Atherton” part. 

Receiving second largest support was “Lindenwood,” which 
had been proposed by a number of individuals after the flareup 
last fall over Burgess’ proposal to make permanent the name 
“Menlo Park high school,’’ which was adopted temporarily 
for purposes of labelling plans and specifications. 

That title, incidentally, received fewer than five votes in 
the P-TA survey. ‘Menlo high school” rated fifth place with 
ten ballots. 

We hold these three hopes: 

1. That the survey, for which the Menlo Park P-TA de- 
serves commendation, will be of definite aid to the trustees 
in their role of Solomon. 

2. That same trustees will decide the thing tomorrow night. 

3. That everyone will be happy. 


SUS ee 
CAN YOU TAKE A HINT? 


It seems the fact that Menlo Park has been free of serious 
traffic accidents in the current wintry weather isn’t exactly 
due to caution on the part of motorists. As Police Chief Potter 
puts it in a page one story of this issue, it has been “just luck.’” 

Potter, releasing some figures early this week on last year’s 
accident record, noted that despite heavy rains and intermit- 
tent cold with resultant icy highways since 1950 began, drivers 
haven‘t thanged their habits. In other words, they are com- 
mitting the same accident-causing practices even though haz- 
ards have been increased considerably. 

“People seem to be driving just as fast as usual in spite 
of the wet roads,’’ he remarked. 

By way of safety hints, the San Mateo county traffic safety 
commission has issued these winter driving suggestions, which 
we think may well be heeded: 

1. When starting out, get the ‘‘feel’’ of the road by trying 
out brakes while driving slowly and when no other vehicles are 
near. 

2. Adjust speed to conditions as required by law; slow down 
on wet pavements in order to be able to stop in time to avoid 
an accident. 

3. Keep windshields and windows clear; be certain head- 
lights and windshield wipers are in order. 

4. \f it’s necessary to stop, pump the brakes; jamming 
them may lock them and throw the car out of control. 

5. Follow other vehicles at safe distances, allowing one 
car’s length for each 10 miles an hour of speed. 

6. Watch for pedestrians; rain and fog reduce the distance 
at which a pedestrian is visible, especially at night.

The property tax structure over- 
lapping Menlo Park is complex, but 
is simple in one respect. The tax- 
payer gets the bad news each year 
on one big tax bill. 


* 


In many communities there are 
two or three separate bills. As a 
matter of interest I have tabulated 
this year’s tax rates compared with 
last year’s and those of five years 
ago. The table is reproduced below. 


The grand total tax rate shown 
is that in about three-quarters of 
the city. In those parts in the Las 
Lomitas school district the tax 
rate for that district must be sub- 
stituted for the Menlo Park school 
district. 


Likewise, in the newly annexed 
portions in the Ravenswood school 
district, those rates should be sub- 
stituted for Menlo Park school dis- 
trict. Also this area is partly in the 
Belle Haven sewer district and the 
balance in the Menlo Park sanitary 
district. None is in the Sequoia hos- 
pital district. 


The “other special districts” total 
is composed of the county library 
district, the mosquito abatement 
district, the county harbor district 
and junior college tuition. This last 
is a tax levied on all of the county 
outside of the San Mateo Junior 
college district. 


The city council has control only 
over the municipal tax rate, which 
this year is $1.18 out of $7.296, or 
16 per cent of the total. School 
district rates are determined by the 
separately-elected school board 
members. 


Likewise, the separately-elected 
fire commissioners, and sanitary 
district, hospital district and mos- 
quito abatement district board 
members set their budgets upon 
which the tax rates are figured. 
The other rates are determined 
by the county board of supervisors. 


Formerly the city’s street lights 
were handled by the Menlo Park 
lighting district. Two years ago, 
however, the city took over the 
function, withdrew from the dis- 
trict and absorbed the cost of street 
lights within the general fund. 


Subsequently, the city established 
a retirement fund for city employees 
which requires a tax rate of 10 cents 
per $100. Then $99,000 of bonds were 
issued for the purchase and im- 
provement of our recreation and 
civic center, requiring a tax rate of 
15 cents last year and 10 cents this 
year. Yet the city has managed to 
keep its total tax rate below that 
of five years ago including the street 
lighting tax. 


The other rates (Belle Haven 
sewer excepted) have all increas- 
ed greatly. The school rates have 
soarded due to the increased birth 
rate that started up sharply in the 
late thirties and accelerated 
throughout the war.- 


The Menlo Park sanitary district 
has been building up an organiza- 
tion and preparing plans for the 
necessary sewage disposal plant. The 
hospital district was formed to dl- 
leviate the inadequate hospital fac- 
ilities of this area. The other taxing
